My Surprising Inspiration 



Because I’m funny, people don’t realize that I’m 
not always happy.

I never plan ahead of 
time— the ideas always come to me the day that I 
shoot them. That said, sometimes I feel pressure to 
perform. If I haven’t posted for a few days, I know I 
have to create something really good for my fans. 






I think everything happens for a reason. I wasn’t 
going to be a Viner, but I entered the app at the 
right moment and got where I am today. To be 
successful, you have to be yourself— nobody has 
done whatyoiv would do because nobody else 
is you. If you don’t succeed, try again and again.

1 . Mix together baking soda, citric 
acid, cornstarch, and Epsom salt in 
a glass bowl. 

2 . In a separate bowl, combine 
coconut oil (warm it up in the 
microwave so it’s liquidy), water, 
vanilla extract, and food coloring. 

3 . Add the wet mixture to the 
dry ingredients one spoonful at a 
time (to minimize fizzing) until it 
feels like wet sand. You might not 
use all of the wet mixture— throw 
the remaining out. 

4 . Pack the mixture into cupcake- 
size balls, then place them in the 
liners and flatten the tops. Let 
them dry completely. (This will 
take a few hours.) 

5 . In another bowl, use an electric 
mixer on high to mix the meringue 
powder and water until frothy. Add 
powdered sugar and vanilla 
extract and beat until stiff. 

6. Spread frosting on the bomb 
base. Finish with sprinkles; let dry.

Most girls will see some growth by 
the time they’re 13.

“There is absolutely 
nothing you can do to make your 
breasts grow faster,” says Carolyn 
Rogers-Vizena, M.D., at the Boston 
Children’s Hospital Adolescent Breast 
Center.

The good news is your breasts continue 
to grow into your late teens and 
sometimes even into your twenties. 

^idWhy is one breast bigger 
than the other? 

Just because they’re a set doesn’t mean 
they’re a perfect match. “Everyone has 
small differences,” Dr. Rogers-Vizena 
says. “And during breast development, 
those differences can be as significant 
as one to two cup sizes. Your breasts 
just grow at different rates.” As you get 
older, they usually become more alike, 
but if it’s really annoying you, buy a 
bra that fits the bigger one and use an 
insert to make them look more even. 



o^Why is there hair 
growing on my nipple? 

Knocker shocker: “It’s normal, and 
most girls experience this,” Dr. Rogers- 
Vizena says. The same hormones that 
make the hair in your armpits and 
pubic area grow can also cause a few 
stray strands to pop up in awkward 
spots (#pubertyproblems). It’s NBD, 
but if you want to get rid of the hair, it’s 
fine to pluck it. Dr. Rogers-Vizena says. 
Hair-removal creams or waxing 
could cause irritation.

Ever heard that smoking only at parties, or lighting up a hookah or an e-cig, isn’t real 
smoking? Well, it totally is— no ifs, ands, or butts, by andrea bartz 



Tyra, 16, was a freshman 
when she tried her first 
e-cigarette. “My friend told 
me they were harmless— 
he thought they were just 
water vapor,” says the 
Shiprock, New Mexico, 
teen. But when she got 
involved in an anti-tobacco 
campaign during her 
sophomore year, she 
learned that lighting up 
is never harmless. “Every 
instance of smoking is 
unhealthy,” says Cara 
Natterson, M.D., a 
pediatrician in Los Angeles, 
California. Tyra says: “I was 
horrified at how oblivious I 
was.” Before you pass the 
hookah, let’s clear 
the air about these fads 
of the moment. 



E-CIGS/VAPING 

These little gadgets 
heat up e-juice (usually 
propylene glycol— the 
stuff in smoke machines— 
plus artificial flavors and 
nicotine), turning the 
liquid into an aerosol that 
you inhale. Because they 
don’t burn, they’re often 
touted as “healthier” than 
the alternatives. 

Here’s why that’s BS: 
Tests have found the 
vapor from some e-cigs 
contains carcinogens 
and toxic chemicals, 
like formaldehyde (the 
stuff that soon-to-be- 
dissected frog in bio class 
is floating in!), according 
to the National Institutes 
of Health. Then there’s 
the nicotine problem. 
“Nicotine is as addictive 
as heroin and cocaine, so 
quitting it is extremely 
challenging,” says Robin 
Koval, CEO and president 
of Truth Initiative, a 
nonprofit dedicated to 
stopping teen smoking. 

And using an e-cig is 
rarely a one-and-done 
deal. If you pick one up, 
you’re eight times more 
likely to light up a regular 
cigarette. The bottom line: 
Even if it doesn’t always 
puff, you should sti// pass. 



FLAVORED 

CIGARS 

Mini cigars can come 
in cute packaging 
and flavors (unicorn 
vomit = an actual 
available flavor). Here’s 
what’s not so cute: 

Their concentration of 
addictive nicotine and 
cancer-causing toxins 
can be even higher than 
that of cigarettes. And 
yet, new data show that 
64 percent of middle 
and high school-age 
smokers have used a 
flavored cigar in the 
last month.

HOOKAH 

Is hitting up a lounge 
your squad’s new 
Saturday-night activity? 
You’re not alone: Use

But do you know how it 
really works? The bulb is 
filled with moist tobacco 
(also called shisha) and 
heated with charcoal in a 
bowl of water. When you 
suck on the hose, you’re 
drawing in vaporized 
smoke. In other words: 
You’re directly inhaling 
the fumes from a pile of 
tobacco. (That’s #nofilter 
in the worst way possible.) 

In fact, in a one-hour 
hookah session, you can 
inhale as much smoke 
as from 100 cigarettes. 
“Smoking it exposes 
you to many of the same 
cancer-causing agents as 
traditional cigarettes,” 

Dr. Natterson says. 

And like cigs, hookah 
tobacco contains nicotine, 
heavy metals, and cancer- 
causing compounds. Even 
if you’re just hanging out 
while your besties suck on 
the pipe, you’re subjecting 
your bod to harmful 
secondhand smoke.

The reason she never wanted to 
speak to me again was because I’d 
spilled a secret she told me about her 
boyfriend — something he’d told her 
in confidence. The person I’d told 
said something about the secret to 
Liza’s boyfriend. He was so upset 



and yelled at Liza. She knew I was 
the leak. I apologized for breaking 
her trust, but that wasn’t enough. 
Apparently her relationship with her 
boyfriend was more important than 
the one she had with me. 

I was so anxious the following 
Monday. It felt as if I had to change 
my whole routine just to avoid her — 
where I sat in math class, my route 
to the cafeteria, and what I did on 
Saturday nights. At parties. I’d move 
to another room when she walked in. 

I did have other friends — great ones 
who were there for me as I cried about 
the breakup. They reassured me I was 
still a good friend and said this would 
blow over. But having their support 
didn’t change how much I hurt. My 
bedroom was decorated wall-to-wall 
with pictures of my friends, and I 
began to take down the photos of Liza 
and me. There were dozens of holes. As 
the weeks passed, we’d awkwardly say 
hello as we walked by each other in the 
hall at school, but that was it. It stung 
a bit less to see her each time. Little by 
little, I filled the spots on my bedroom 
walls with pictures of other people. 

Liza and I never did fully make 
up. To this day, no breakup I’ve ever 
had with a boyfriend has hurt as 
much or affected my life in the same 
way. In a romantic relationship, you 
know there’s a possibility — and often 
expect — that it could end. But a 
friendship? She was supposed to be my 
best friend forever, not my “best friend 
until halfway through senior year.”

Actually, Bella, the youngest 
of four kids, still lives with 
her mom (“She’s my best 
friend”); brother Remy, 19; 
two cats, Louis and Mae; 
dogs Hades, a husky, and 
Kingston, a Maltipoo; and a 
wolf (yes, wolf)j Voodoo. And 
even though she’s legally an adult, 
she has no plans to move out 
anytime soon. “I’m really 
comfortable,” she says. “I’m 
also so lazy, and moving 
out is a big deal. Plus, I 
don’t like being alone.” 
The Thornes are a 
close-knit family who have 
overcome major challenges 
over the years. When Bella 
was 9, her father was killed 
in a motorcycle accident, and it 
rocked her world. “At first, you’re in 
a state of shock,” she says, admitting, 

“I didn’t cry for a week. During those 
days, you’re still waiting for him to 
show up at your door.” Now, her 
heartache resurfaces at random times, 
she says, like when she’s talking to 
Gregg “and knowing my dad will 
never meet him.” She says her father’s 
death partially fueled her drive to 
succeed because without his income, 
her family had to go on food stamps to 
survive — something she’s always kept 
private. “It was really, really hard for 
us for a long time.” 

The actress has overcome other 
challenges as well: dyslexia, friend 
drama, and being afraid to let her 
real (and sometimes awkward) self 
show. “When I was on Shake It Up!y 
I wanted to be what everyone wanted 
me to be,” she explains. “I wanted to 
be the funny one, the pretty one, the 
one who dressed right, the one who 
everybody liked. And I did that.” So 
what happened? “I realized that I was 
miserable!” Focusing so much on 
other people’s opinions made her self- 
conscious. “At an event,” she recalls, 

“I was too worried about dancing 
because people were going to look at 
me weird. So I was just like, ‘No. I’m 
not going to do it anymore.’ ” 

Since then, her confidence and 
career have skyrocketed. Over 



the summer, Bella won a Teen 
Choice Award for her portrayal of 
mean girl Madison Morgan in The 
DUFF. This winter, she appears in 
Alvin and the Chipmunks: The Road 
Chip, and she’s shooting a pilot for 
a show by PLL creator I. Marlene 
King called Famous in Love, about 
a girl plucked from obscurity to star 
in a blockbuster movie series. Next 
year, expect to see the Neutrogena 
Brand Ambassador in Midnight Sun 
with Patrick Schwarzenegger and the 
AwesomenessTV-produced movie 
Shovel Buddies. Oh, and her second 
novel. Autumns Kiss, is out now. When 
Bella doubts herself, the fact that she’s 
an author reminds her of what she’s 
capable of doing. “I always remember, 

I wrote a book and I’m dyslexic! It’s not 
even, ‘Oh, can I do this?’ It’s, ‘No. I’m 
going to do it.” When it comes 
to auditions, she has a similarly defiant 
attitude. “If they don’t like me,” she 
says, “then I’m going to go in again 
and I’m going to do it better.” 

As Bella sits at her dining room 
table — ^where she’s also getting texts 
from her mom and occasionally 
yawning — she opens up even more 
about getting through ups and downs 
in life (and love) and her secrets to 
becoming a kick-ass adult. 

This is your third Seventeen 
cover. What’s different about 
you now compared to your first 
one, the Pronn issue, in 2012? 

I’m not that different. Before, I 
was still very much growing into 
myself and following everybody 
else’s opinion. Now I’m a bit more 
of my own person. 

Do you have your driver’s 
iicense yet? 

No, not yet. I don’t have my permit 
either. I have a fear of driving. My 
father died in a motorcycle accident. 
I’m not mature enough to accept 
the responsibility of perhaps taking 
someone else’s life. My mom drives 
me, Gregg drives me, and I have 
Uber. My mom was like, “If you get a 
car, you’ll want to drive it.” So I got a 
car, but I’m very content sitting in the 
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Bella’s secrets 
to staying fit: 
circuit training and 
the elliptical 
nnachine.

DIRECTIONS; 

1. Spray a 9" x 13" baking pan with 
canola oil. Then line with parchment 
paper so the bottom and sides are 
totally covered. 

2. In a glass bowl, melt 12 oz. dark 
chocolate in the microwave for 

30 seconds. Stir; repeat until chocolate 
is completely melted. 

3. Pour melted chocolate into the 
pan, and smooth out with a spatula. 

Put pan in the fridge to let chocolate 
harden— about 5 minutes. 

4. In the meantime, mix cookie dough 
and crushed Oreos together in a bowl 
until well combined. Then crumble the 
mixture over the hardened chocolate, 
and gently push it down so it’s fiat. 

5. Melt the white chocolate and the 
remaining 6 oz. dark chocolate in 
separate glass bowls for 30 seconds. 
Stir; repeat until completely melted. 
Pour both melted chocolates on top 
of the cookie dough until it’s covered. 
Swirl with a toothpick. 

6 . Sprinkle crushed peppermint 
candies over the melted chocolate, 
and place pan in fridge until chocolate 
hardens— about 5 minutes.

A a kid, I never 
felt like I fit in. 

I didn’t know 
how to talk 
■ to people; 

I was sort of awkward and 
super-serious. My family 
moved around a lot, and I had 
multiple illnesses and long 
stints in hospitals until I was 
12, so I never really had many 
friends at school. One group 
would accept me and then 
decide I wasn’t part of the 
group anymore, and I’d have 
to find new friends. Kids were 
mean. Once, my shoe got 
caught in my desk, I fell, and 
the desk came with me. The 
whole class laughed — and the 
teacher caught it on video. For 
a couple of years, I cried every 
day, and I prayed to whatever 
gods were out there that life 
would get better. 

I really found my place 
when I started acting. I got 
my first job when I was 12, 
in the movie Camp Nowhere. 

I was cast as “Kissing Girl 
#2,” but then they gave 
me the name Gail and I 
got three lines. Actors and 
people in entertainment are 
like circus people — we’re 
strange and creative, and we 
celebrate being different. For 
the first time, I felt like I’d 
found my kindred spirits. 

I found confidence in my 
quirkiness. Because I had to 
go to auditions, meet people, 
and do interviews, I also 
learned how to be friendlier 



and more accessible. And 
as it turned out, the terrible 
things I went through 
at school made me more 
resilient and prepared me 
to be in a business that is 
full of rejection and failure. 

I wouldn’t have thrived in 
this career if I hadn’t dealt 
with so much of that when 
I was a kid. 

To paraphrase Drake, 
when you start from the 
bottom, you have nowhere 
to go but up. If you have 
nothing to lose, you can be 
fearless and try new stuff Do 
things that you’re afraid of 
Trust your gut. Own your 
weirdness. Learn as much 
as you possibly can. Explore 
enough to get passionate 
about something and then 
start pursuing it. When 
I was a teen, if there was 
an opening at a fast-food 
restaurant or the mall, you 
would work there because 
you had no way to find other 
options. But now because 
of the Web, you have access 
to all different companies 
and internships — ^we even 
have them at The Honest 
Gompany. In the meantime, 
remember that the cruel kids 
won’t always be in your life. 
Also, don’t worry too much 
about boys.
